stopped at the patient's bedside in 
the Hillsboro county hospital last 
Dec. 4. 


Mrs. Smith, a defense witness, 


•aid she failed to detect any pulse 
to the 59-year-old cancer-stricken 
woman during her first visit to 
the bedside the morning- Mrs. Bor- 
roto died. 


Later th» nurse testified she re- 


turned with Dr. Albert Snay and 
that h* took Mrs. Borroto's pulse 
and listened for her heart beat 
through a stethoscope. 


"Dead," Says Witness 


Dr. Snay has signed a state- 


ment that the woman was dead 
when h« looked at her and that he 
so indicated to Dr. Sander a* the 
first degree murder defendant 
went to th« room moments later. 


Dr. Sander is accused of inject- 


ing a fatal dose of air into Mrs. 
Borroto's veins in a so-called mer- 
cy gesture to end her suffering. 


Mrs. Smith testified she jtoM 


this to Elizabeth Rose, day nurse 
for the stricken, woman. Miss Rose 
has testified for the prosecution 
that she heart Mrs. Borroto gasp- 
ing at the time. 


Mrs. Smith also said Mrs. Bor- 


roto did not twitch as claimed by 
state witnesses.

quoted Lewis as saving. 


".When nan this nation ever 


been imperiled by one? Ther* 
Is envugh coal on hand, if It 
were fairly distributed, to last 
out the time we shall require 
to adjust.the current dispute 
fairly," 
The* Times said publication of 


the personal interview was held 
up pending the outcome of the 
government's c o n t e m p t cas* 
against th« TJMW in federal court 
in Washington yesterday. 


Krock said Lewis made the fol- 


lowing main points in the inter- 
view: 


The union's pay and welfars 


funu demands are justified on the 
basis of annual company profits 
which Lewis says rose before 
taxes, from $34 to $733 per miner 
since 1939. 


Lewis' alleged autocratic power 


over the miners is "psychological;" 
the coal operators are "cruel and 
conscienceless men." 


Lewis is for repeal of the Taft- 


Hartley act, but would like to 
keep some ot the protections of 
the Wagner Act. He would like 
to see both substituted by a simple 
law guaranteeing collective bar- 
gaining and forbidding certain 
unfair labor practices on the part 
of both labor and jnanagement.

Heart Disease Battle Needs Help 


Heart disease is the nation's greatest killer. It takes a 


heavier toll of human life than the next five leading causes 
of death combined. 


In 1947, the last year for which complete figures are 


available, more than 625,000 persons died of heart and blood 
Teasel ailments. This was three times as high as the death 
rate from the dreaded cancer. Nearly half of all deaths 
unong persons over 45 were due to heart disease. And 
doctors estimate there are today at least 10.000.000 Ameri- 
cans disabled to some degree by cardiac troubles. 


Heart disease strikes young and old alike. For instance, 


rheumatic heart disease is the leading cause of death (aside 
from accidents) among children from five to 19. And Dr. 
Leonard Scheele, U. S. surgeon general, predicts that these 
ailments will exact an even greater toll as the average age 
of our population mounts. 


About 90 per cent of all cases are the result of the dis- 
ease's three principal forms: rheumatic, coronary and hyper- 
tenstvfe. Yet the true causes of these death-dealing afflic- 
tions are still largely unknown. 


The economic price of this physical damage in terms of 
loss of life, disability, loss of gainful employment, job ab- 
senteeism, and remedial programs is tremendous. The cost 
in human happiness is incalculable. 


This great cost must be reduced. It can only be lessened 


by learning much more than we now understand about the 
causes, prevention and cure of heart and circulatorv ail- 
ments. According to Dr. Scheele, the doctors' present weap- 
ons in this war are feeble when set against the enemVs 
strength. Our present plight, he says, is the result of past 
neglect But even today funds and facilities for heart re- 
search Img far behind pressing demands. 


The National Heart Institute, created by Congress to 


guide and foster research and control activities, has received 
requests for grants totaling some $36,000.000. But this ex- 
ceeds by almost 50 per cent the current appropriation to the 
17. S. public health service for medical research'in ALL fields. 


Thus funds raised by private voluntary agencies like the 


American Heart Association give heart 'research a badly 
needed boost. This year the organization is seeking S6.000.- 
000. The money is intended not only for research but for 
education and community services designated to draw medi- 
cal, nursing and welfare activities into integrated heart pro- 
grams
